Oat of one hundred and eight republi­ 
can congressmen who have replied to 
The Tribune’s inquiries, ninety-eight 
distinctly favor liberal appropriations to 
improve the foreign mail service. As

One of 'he principles of the American 
1 system of protection is to protect articles 
that can be produced in this country, so 
that by reason of such protection the 
American people can deptrd upon home 
production for an abundant rupply. The

Bat it 
is a question whether a prohibit .ry tar­ 
iff should be placed on so important an 
article—one so universally used by rich 
and poor alike—simply because one state 
is '.largely engaged in its production* 
There are some republican papers like 
the New York Press whioh insist on a 
considerable tariff being allowed to re­ 
main on sugar—more probably to hold 
fast to a principle than to protect an in­ 
dustry for the benefit of the people. 
Let us see how much protection fost­ 
ers the 
production of sugar in the 
United States. Several times the Ga­ 
zette has referred to the quantity of f agar 
produced in Louisians, but let us give 
some additional figures in order to {show 
whether the possibilities of the sugar in­ 
dustry of this country warrants the im­ 
post of a heavy duty. 
In 1842 the sugar crop of Louisiana 
amounted to 140,000 hogsheads. 
The 
production was never constant in its in­ 
crease after 1847, when it was 240,000 
hogsheads, of 1,137 pounds net. In 1853 
it rose to 449,000, and in 1856 it fell to 
73,000. By 1861 it had reached 459,000 
hogsheads, and 
the war of 
cooree 
interfered quite 
largely 
with 
the 
production 
until 
1870 
when 
it 
was 144,000 hogshead i. 
There 
was 
a good deal of variation in the orop 
of cane thereafter, and it bas never since 
reached the high figure of 1861, always 
below 250,000 hogsheads, until 1887, 
when it was 285,000, but for the yew 
previous it was only 145,000. 
There never has been a year since 1830 
when the sugar products of the United 
States was equal to the home demand; 
and the older the country becomes the 
farther it gets from meeting the demand. 
Since 1882 we have consumed over one 
million tons of sugar, the consumption 
of 1887 being 1,217,000. and of that great 
quantity how mnoh do you suppose was 
produced in this country ? Only 85,394 
tons! The value of the imported auger 
in 1888, was $74,266,090, and that of do­ 
natio sugar only something like nine mil 
lions. 
Does it pay then, to levy any 
tariff that is in anywise protective, on 
an article of universal importance, when 
that protection not only does not inoreas 
its production here, but enhances the 
price ?

There never was a notion more plainly 
mistaken, says the New York Tribune, 
I than that the people of a given state are 
the only ones concerned in the, federal 
elections within that state. 
Every vote 
that is fraudulently cast or counted* 
every legal vote that is rejected, prevent­ 
ed or thrown out in a congressional elec­ 
tion in Texas is as great an outrage upon 
the people of Maine as upon those of the 
district wherein the unlawful act occurs. 
A state in the American Union, be it re­ 
membered, has two functions. It is called 
upon to govern itself, and that, node* 
ordinary circumstances, is its own busi­ 
ness. But it is also oalled upon, and it 
has promised, to assist in governing 
every other state, and each and every ac­ 
tion it takes in the discharge of this 
trust directly affects the entire body [of 
American citizenship. 
All this talk 
about the proposition to authorize feder­ 
al supervision of oongieesional election 
to the effeot that it is asoheme 'to inter­ 
fere with the rights of the state,” is 
therefore, the plainest nonsense. When' 
a man’s life is the price of his ballot in a 
federal election anywhere in Amencs, 
something must be done. 


Chicago, Nov. 13.—The sixteenth an­ 
nual convention of the W. C. T. U. came 
to a close Tuesday evening after a day of 
most exciting debate and action. 
The breeze was started by the introduc­ 
tion of the following resolution: 
“ Its object shall be to institute a unity 
of Christian women of this nation in non­ 
sectarian ana non-partisan 
temperance 
work for the reformation of the intemper­ 
ate and the education of the public senti­ 
ment in behalf of total abstinence and the 
prohibition of alcoholic liquor, the devel­ 
opment of social purity, the suppression 
of vice, and the education of tho masses 
in the duties and responsibilities of citi­ 
zenship. ’ ’ 
The discussion was hot and was led by- 
Mrs. J. Ellen Foster and Mrs. Aldrich of 
Iowa, who urged the adoption of the pro­ 
posed amendment, while a score spoke 
against it. 
The proposed amendment was 
finally voted down. 
After this matter had been disposed of 
papers and reports occupied the attention 
of the assembly through the afternoon sos- 
sios. 
With a view to ascertain what sort of 
women were present in the convention 
Miss Willard asked all that had been 
school teachers at any time to rise. 
Of 
the 467 delegates present 379 rose. 
All 
who had been Sabbath school teachers 
were asked to rise. 
Every delegate in the 
convention rose. 
Gen. Clinton B. Fisk was invited to the 
platform and made a few remarks. 
Mrs. T. B. Carse read a report con­ 
cerning the National Temperance tem­ 
ple, which is to be erected in Chicago 
at a cost of $1,100,000. 
Stock amount­ 
ing to $542,000 has alreadv been sub­ 
scribed for. 
Mrs. L. D. Carhart, of Iowa, 
read the report on “ Ethical Culture” and 
Miss Mary Allen West on “ The School of 
Methods.” 
J. B. Hobbs was introduced. 
He form­ 
ally presented tho Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union the lot at Lake Bluff 
on which the Palmetto cottage stanks. 
A 
resolution of thanks was adopted. 
Mrs. Caroline B. Buell, of the National 
Woman’s Christian Temperance union, 
wished to deny the statement that the total 
membership of the organization has de­ 
creased in a year. 
She said that on the 
contrary it had increased about 5,000 
members during the last twelve months. 
This she learned by consulting the treas­ 
urer’s report and reckoning from the 
amount received on dues. 
At the evening session of the convention 
the report of the executive committee's 
afternoon meeting was received. 
The 
axecutive committee considered the charges 
preferred against 
the national officers 
by Dr. Weeks Burnett, of the temperance 
hospital, 
and 
returned 
a resolution 
declaring that the national officers were 
altogether withont blame in the matter. 
The Iowa delegation bolted from the 
convention as the session was about to 
close. 
Mrs. J. Ellen Eoster, chairman of 
the delegation, rose and read a verv long 
protest in which she reviewed the fight 
the Iowa delegation has waged against the 
body of the convention on the non-parti­ 
san issue. 
She stated that the Iowa dele­ 
gation had been met by rebuffs and in­ 
sults until forbearance was no longer a 
virtue. 
The other members of the delega­ 
tion, with the exception of Mrs. Carhart, 
rose and went out of the hall with Mrs. 
Foster. 
On motion of Mrs. Lathrop of Michigan, 
the convention authorized the executive 
committee to immediately take steps to 
reorganize the union in Iowa. 
At Mia* 
Willard’s suggestion Mrs. Carhart and 
other Iowa ladies in sympathy with the 
sentiments of the convention stepped for­ 
ward and occupied the seats that had been 
vacated by Mrs. Foster and her friends. 
The convention adopted a resolution 
censuring Vice-President Morton for al­ 
lowing liquor to be sold in his hotel, the 
Shoreham house, in Washington. 
The convention adopted a resolution dis­ 
countenancing the union of church and 
state, recommending the establishment of 
an educational test for citizenship, declar­ 
ing in favor of full franchise for women 
and rejoicing in the efforts that are being 
made for the enforcement of the Sunday 
law.

Service. 
W ashington, N ov. IS.—-Theannual re­ 
port of the superintendent of the railway 
mail service, just issued, shows an in­ 
crease of 6,668 miles over last year. 
Four 
thousand, nine hundred and ninety-eight 
clerks were employed. 
It recommends 
that the widows of clerks killed while on 
duty be allowed a sum equal to one year's 
salary of the clerk and not to exceed 
$1,000. 
During the past year there were 
193 railroad accidents, in which ten clerks 
were killed and 135 injured. 
The total 
ost of the service during the year exclu­ 
sive of salaries was $213,271.60, and the 
salaries amounted to $5,249,838.45. 
The 
schedule time from San Francisco to New 
York has been reduced from 141 hours to 
110i hours. 
The report recommends an 
assistant general superintendent at $3,000 
and a chief clerk at $2,009 per year, and 
the grading end classification of clerks. 


The Mormon colonists who have set­ 
tled in the northwestern part of the Do­ 
minion of Canada are reported to be 
defiant in their purpose to openly prac­ 
tice polygamy. It is to be hoped that 
the Canadian authorities will be justly 
severe in enforcing the laws in respect to 
legal marriage among the Mormons.

1 3 .— The annual re­ 
port of Payiis aster-General Rochester to 
the Secretary o f W ar shows that the total 
disbursements during tho past fiscal year 
amounted to $14,783,621, a net increase of 
$324 ,918 over last year.

He was a 
Methodist 
preacher several years, but 
lately had been an itinerant Congrega­ 
tionalist engaged in selling books. 
He 
had not lived happily with his wife and 
they separated some time ago. 
Sue sup­ 
ported herself and boy teaching school 
near Lockeford and made her home at the 
residence of Frank Foster. 
For some 
time past Ross had been driving to the 
school house and taking his wife home at 
the close of school hours. 
Ho did this 
yesterday and remained 
with her all 
night. 
He arose at 5 o’clock this morn­ 
ing and shot her through the temple with 
a pistol, killing her instantly. 
'The re­ 
port awakened the little boy, w h\ slept 
in an adjoining room. 
He rushed into 
the parents’ room and the father shot 
him twice in the cheek aud temple, caus­ 
ing 
Instant 
death. 
Before 
Foster’s 
family could reach tho rqom Ross shot 
himself in the head and soon died.

—In the Cronin trial 
Mr. Hatfield was called by the State’s a t­ 
torney, but the bailiff reported that he was 
not in the witness room. 
While waiting for the arrival of Mr. 
Hatfield Judge Longenecker offered in 
evidence the specimens of hair taken from 
the trunk and from Dr. Cronin’s head, 
which thad been compared and tested by 
the chemical and microscopical experts 
and found to be identical. 
The chips of 
wood from which the blood-stains were 
taken for testing were also submitted. 
These articles were a I nutted by the 
court in evidence, over the objection of • 
Mr. Forrest. 
A dispute as to who should bo the 
custodian of these specimens begall.

There was a buzz of excitement at this, 
for any one In tho court room could not but 
remember the color of the horse which on 
May 4 Dan Coughlin hired “for his friend 
Smith.” 
The witness stopped in front of tho cot­ 
tage and tabard the sounds of the death 
struggle. 
When tho tall man entered the 
house some one immediately closed tho 
door. 
Thou thoro was the noise of a 
great struggle. 
She 
heard sounds as 
though heavy blows were being dealt some 
one. 
Then she heard some one cry out: 
‘Oh, my God!”

God! O Jesus’.* and then there was the 
sound as of some one crying or moaning, 
Abd the sound of blows.

seemed to die away and all was still. ”

4‘What did you see there?” 
“ I saw a man.” 
4‘What was he doing?” 
4‘He was standing between the cottage 
and another house.” 
This was in the shadow of the little real 
estate office, where another witness will 
testify O’Sullivan was on the watch while 
the assassins where at work in the cottage. 
“Where was this m an—between the 
houses?” 
“Inside the fence.” 
“ Can you describe him?”

McKinnon testified that he was a police 
) officer of Winnipeg; he was desk sergeant-, I 
j had seen one of the defendants on trial-- j 
Burke—at Winnipeg on the 16th of June 
1 at the police station; 
Burke gave name 
of W. J. Cooper; had $58.20 in money 
and a ticket to Montreal on his person. 
The ticket bore the name of J. Cooper; 
Burke afterwards gave his true name; 
also said at times he was known as Dela­ 
ney. 
There was also found on Burke a 
ticket by boat from Montreal to Liverpool. 
The valise he held was also taken from 
Burke. 
Witness here took a piece of 
paper from the valise saying it was also 
found on defendant. 
The paper was then 
introduced in 
evidence and read to the jury. 
It was as 
follows: 
“ W innipeg, June 15, 1889.—Received 
from J. W. Cooper the sum of $50 on ac­ 
count for a ticket to Liverpool. 
“ A lexander Calder. ” 
“ What else did you find on his person?” 
“ This paper or cheek with a memoran­ 
dum made by the conductor on the train. ”

He asked 
him if he came direct and ho said no, that 
he worked his way up. 
He said he had 
boon working at Hancock, Mich., for a 
man named Ryan, who kept a store. The 
chief asked him if he had communicated 
with anybody since his arrival iii W inni­ 
peg and lie said that he had not. 
The 
chief then said: ‘I know better,’ and then 
Burke admitted that ho had telegraphed 
to Ryan at Hancock, Mich.” 
“ Was anything said about Burke’s ap­ 
pearance?’? 
“The chief asked him why he was so 
nervous and excited, but he did not make 
any reply. ’ ’ 
“ Did he say where he was going?” 
“ He said he was going to the old coun­ 
try .” 
‘What did you find in his valise1'” 
‘Several articles of clothing.” 
‘Show me the hat you found in the 
valise. ’ ’ 
Tho witness took a light-colored slouch 
hat from the valise and passed it over to 
Mr. Hynes. It was in turn handed over to 
the defense. 
On the band of the hat was a 
name which had been obliterated. 
Cross-examination of witness was de­ 
ferred. 
Henry Folanski, restaurant and hotel 
keeper, was the next witness called. 
In 
reply to his question he said: 
“ I was employed last May in Mr. Bach­ 
arach^ shirt store, 2S North Clark street. 
I was there Sunday May 5, and sold some 
shirts there that day.” 
Witness then told 
of a man coming in between 9 and 9:15 in 
the morning and asking for a shirt. 
In 
order to insure a fit witness asked him to 
remove his coat that ho might be measured, 
which the man with an cath declined to 
do. 
He bought a shirt and two collars. 
He then went out and across the street 
where witness saw him talking to his part­ 
ner, who then came in and also bought a 
shirt. 
The second man was much smaller 
than the first. 
The little fellow wore a 
woolen shirt and the big fellow wore a 
white shirt. 
Both ha l their coats but­ 
toned to their throats and the collars up 
about their uecks. 
The larger man he had 
seen since that time; lie was now in court; 
was the second man in the row of prison­ 
ers. 
[Pointing to Martin Burke.] 
Witness was shown a picture of Cooney 
which he identified as one of the small 
man. 
On 
cross-examination 
witness 
was 
asked: 
“ What was your opinion about 
his refusal to take off his coat?” 
“ That there must be something sus­ 
picious about the shirt?” 
Re-examined by Mr. Ingham: 
“ You were suspicious of theso men ” 
“ Yes; they looked awful tough to m e.” 
“ When did you first hear of the disap­ 
pearance of Dr. Cronin?” 
4, About eight days after that.” 
1 
“ When you heard of it did it recall 
these men?” 
“ Yes, sir; it did at once. 
I went then 
and spoke to Bacharach about it, and 
then went and spoke to Capt, Schuttler 
and told him about the men having bought 
the shirts from me.” 
Thomas Carroll, a railroad hand on the 
Illinois Central railway, was the next wit­ 
ness. 
He knew John Kunze, who boarded 
with him a couple of months in May or 
June. 
“Did he say anything to you about the 
Cronin case:'” 
“ No, be did not .say anything to me 
about it. 
He asked me for the newspa­ 
pers. 
He wanted to see i t ” 
“ What did you say to him?” 
“ I asked bim what he wanted to see it 
for. 
Ho said ho was afraid of getting ar­ 
rested in connection with the Cronin case. 
He said he thought he might be arrested.” 
Chief Hubbard was then recalled and 
gave testimony regarding his conversa­ 
tion with Dan Coughlin after the recovery 
of the body of Dr. Cronin. 
He had the 
first talk with Coughlin either May 23 or 
24. 
“ What did he say to you at that time?” 
“ I called him down to my office and 
asked him where he was May 4. 
He said 
that he could not exactly remember. 
I 
told him he ought to remember, as he 
was suspected of being connected with the 
Cronin case. 
He said he was positive that 
he was at tho station till the evening, but 
after that he did not remember. 
I asked 
him what about the man who got the rig. 
He said he knew nothing about him. 
4Well,’ I said, 
‘you 
were responsible; 
for the rig and ought to know some- * 
thing about him. 
He said all he knew 
about him was that lie came from Han­ 
cock, Mich., and said his name was James 
Smith, and had a card from his brother, 
Thomas Coughlin, and that his friend J. 
F. Ryan also told him to call. 
I asked 
him what the man looked life. 
He said 
he was about 35 years old, medium size, 
had on a brown overcoat* wore a rough 
brown mustache and about a week or ten 


“He said it was some private matters.” I 
“ Did you ask him if he was a member of 
the Clan-na-Gael?” 
“ ies, and he said he was a member of 
tho Columbia club. I asked him what that 
was, and he said it was a branch of the ‘ 
United Brotherhood. 
I asked him again if 
he was a member of the Clan-na-Gael, and 
he said ho was. 
Daniel Brown, an ex-po'.ioo officer, was 
the next witness, but bis examination had 
not gone very far when it was stopped by 
a hot legal discussion over the admissibil­ 
ity of his testimony, and the court took a 
recess over night to ponder che question. 
The testimony proposed to be brought out 
has relation to the acts of the triangle in 
1885, snowing Coughlin’s emnity to Dr. 
Cronin since that time on account of tho 
doctor’s threats of exposing the triangle. 
Kun?e has been reading the papers and 
objects to the published statement that he 
is going to confess. 
Yesterday he addressed a letter to the 
Abend post of this city, giving what he 
says is all he knows about the Cronin caso. 
Below is the letter translated: 
“ Mv 
Confession. —It surprised 
me 
very much when I read in the papers yes­ 
terday that I was to go on the stand as a 
witness for the State’s attorney. 
What 
have I to tell the State’s attorney? I 
could tell him nothing unless I told him a 
fairy tale, whereby innocent persons would 
suffer. 
If 
I 
had 
heard 
a 
word 
about 
it before 
I 
would have told 
long 
ago. 
If 
I 
had 
taken 
Dan 
Coughlin to the Carlson cottage it would 
have been told long ago. 
I would have 
told it when they kept mo in the police 
station for ten days. 
I never used Dan 
Coughlin’s buggy, and cannot, 
therefore, 
give false testimony, although Mr. Longe­ 
necker promised me my liberty if I would 
say so. 
Oh, how gladly would I take my 
liberty if I knew something of the story 
and could say so to the State’s attorney. 
But I will not swear falsely for any 
money in the world; not even if my life 
is in peril could I see any innocent man 
suffer on account of me. That Iran around 
with Coughlin until April IO, 18*9, is true, 
and that I bore a false name on toe South 
Side is also true, but all this I have already 
confessed to the State’s attorney. That the 
others had something to do with this [Cro­ 
nin] matter I now believe myself, if for ne 
other reason than because of their beha- 
vior in jail. 
I am sure Burke is one oi 
tho miscreants. 
I saw and telt it yester­ 
day. 
When the clothes of Dr. Cronin 
were brought into the court-room he 
trembled 
violently, which is a 
prooi 
of his guilt 
The others were as white as 
snow. 
I thank God that I have a clear 
conscience, having nobody to fear and 
nothing to make me tremble. 
So far as 
my false name is concerned, that will lie 
cleared up by the Schufeldt distillery 
matter, because I was shadowed at the 
time and they wanted to take important 
papers from me. 
“ This is my confession which I have to 
make to Judge 
Longenecker. 
In the 
honest hope that my innocence and the 
truth will soon be known I remain, yours 
sincerely, 
J ohn P. K unze. ”
